The moft inveterate and poifo/ 
nous Sort of them are found, I -belicve; on the 
Banks of the River J/is—and are commonly feen 
in black— Hic niger ¢ff. Others, I am told, are 
fometimes feen in more coftly Attire ; fo that by 
their Garments you cannot diftinguift’ thei ;' and 
thefe; Garnients ferve to hide that Mark in’ the 
Fieth: with’ which, as: I learn from your Writings; 
they -have chdfen to’ diftingaith themifelves’ fince 
they were fmote at Culloden. Jndeed it is well they 
wear the Mark of any Religion ; fot'a Rebel to 
fuch. a Government as ours’ is at prefetit, bears no 
Mark’ of -a Cliriftian about him. 

» Howbeit néverthelefs this Sign; for the Reafor 
above: mentioned, can never fuffitiently dérionftrate 
them ; and indeed, all the others by’ which you 
have endeavouréd to pointthem ‘out afe like the po- 
pith Marks of the true Chutch, ‘uncertain and in- 
detetminate. The-dnly’ full and adequate! Notion 
of their, Character is, thet they are by Nature, or 


at leaft by Principle, SuPPLANTERS. This alone 
can account for their endeavouring to fupplant one 
of the beft Governments under Heaven—This 
alone can account for their attempting ‘foolithly to 
rob themlelyes, and wickedly to deprive their 
Country of her Liberties and her Religion : A Cha- 
ratter fo particular, that neither Few, nor Gentile, 


‘nor any, but themfelves, can. be their Parallel. 


Among the Gentiles T have read of an honeft Socra- 
tes; in Nathaniel a Few was found without Guile j 
and in the Pale of the Papi/ts, Erafmus was.a good 
plain-fpoken Man.—But of Facodites (by the very 
Term) none can be, righteous, no not one, King 
David was tolerably well acquainted with them 
and their Cabals ; when he. could fay, Deceit and 
Guile go not out of their Streets.

Parts of the World, near 50000 Families of fa+ 
cabites;, the moft learned of whom did formerly 
profefy Obedience to the. Pope, and do ftill (like 
their Brethren in Europe) differ from the Roman 
Catholics merely in Expreffion. They circumcife 
their Children, moreover, and (becaufe the Baptift 
foretold that the Meffiah thould baptize—with fire) 
they alfo baptize their Children by applying a red-

Ratifications of his Acceptance of the Accefhon 
ot the Court of Spain, and the Republic of Genoa to 
the Preliminary Articles, figned at Aix la Chapelle, the 
28th of June, N.S. 1748. 

Leghorn, une r7. N.S. By Letters of the 12th 
Intlant from Savona, there is Advice, that his Sardinian 
Majelly had given Directions to prepare for evacuating 
the ‘own and Caflle, having embarked a large Quan- 
tity of Military Stores for Cagliari ; and a great Num- 
ber of Oxen and Mules are daily employed to carry the 
Remainder to Turin. 

Liccon, fove 17. N.S. By Advices from Oporto, 
his Britanmck Nisjeity’s Sloop Scorpion arrived there 
on the zoth pait, with the Merchant Ships from En- 
tJand. 

Hague, Julyg, N.S. The Prince of Orange was 
laft Saturday at the Aflembly of the States of Holland, 
and laid before them three great’ Points of Redrefs 
which the People expected from the Change of this 
Government. The Leputies of Zealand have publifhed 
a Proclamation, fetting forth, That as they have heard 
that Numbers of their Inhabitants had expreffed a great 
Delire of having the Impotts abolifhed, as had bee 
done in Holland. they theughe proper to give Norice, 
that neither they, nor the Regency of the feveral Towns, 
being authorized to abolith fo confiderable a Branch of 
the public Revenue, they had talzen the only Method 
they can make ufe of to fatisfy their People, which is 
to defire the Stadthoider, and the States of this Pro- 
vince, to appoint Deputies to confult on the Abolition 
of thofe Impotts, in the Manner that may tend molt to 
the Satisfaction of their Inhabitants, and the Advantage 
of the State ; exhorting all their People to wait quietly 
for the Refult of thofe Deliberations. ‘The Magiltrates 
of Amferdam have offered a Reward of five hundred 
Florins for the apprehending of any of the Ringleaders 
in the lait Kioc; they have alfo promifed to give the 
like Sum to the firft Company of Burghers that fhall be 
affembled under Arms, in cafe of any future Alarms. 
‘The Chevalier d’Oflorio did not leave this Place till this 
Morning, but Count Czernichew proceeded on his 
Journey to Hanover laft Saturday. M. Boulinelli, who 
ws going to refide at the Court of Great Britain, on the 
Part of the Republic of Venice, arrived here lait Night 
in his Way to England. 

Head Quarters at Nefilero;, Fulyg. N.S. We have 
begun this Week to enter into Cantonment, and it is faid 
that by the Middle of the next, all his Majetty’s Britith 
and Eleéioral Troops will be under Cover. ib.

Proceedings at the Court of Criticifm, r burfday 
June 30. 


Conclufion of the Speech begun in our laft. 
IRST, then, the Families of the Clergy feem 
more efpecially to deferve our Confideration, 
a> it much more frequently happens to them, than 
to any others, to be left in this diftrefs’d and defti- 
tute Condition: Of which the Reafons are as ob- 
vious as the Faét is certain. I fhall mention only 
one; which is, that great Numbers being raifed 
to the Rank of Gentlemen, by. taking upon them 
the facerdotal Office, can be fuppofed to bring with 
then no hereditary Fund, nor to have any other 
Means of living than what this Office fupplies 
them with. And this, in many thoufand inftances, 
is fo bare, that great Frugality only can enable 
them to difcharge their own ordinary and requifite 
Expences. It is hardly poffible for thefe poor Cler- 
gymen to fupport a Family out of this tcanty In- 
come, much lefs can it be expeéted (even by the 
moft rigid Man alive) that they fhould be capable 
of laying up a future Provifion for their Wives 
and Children, 
Now when, by the Death of fuch a Clergyman, 
the whole Income of his Family ceafes, and they 
are left in the moft extreme Poverty ; the Hard- 


fhip of their Cafe is, in one Circumftance, highly 
aggravated, beyond that of the Widow and Chii- 
dren of moft other poor Gentlemen; for they are 
commonly as deftitute of Friends as Money. The 

have no rich Relations, no proud Head of a Fa- 
mily, who thinks his Honeur, at leaft, concerned, 
in preferving any Branches of his Houfe from utter 
Beggary or “Starving. The Father ‘of this little 
Family ‘was the fictt of his Name who ranked a- 
mong Gentlemen. The utmoft Affiftance which 
his Relations could lend hita, hath already been 
beftowed on his Education; and there is none a- 
mong them, to whom his Widow can now apply 
for Relief. 

And yet, notwithftanding the ill-natur’d or 
haughty Reflections which may here arife in the 
low-minded Pride of fome, this Prieft, however 
low his Extraétion, was, by his Office, a Gentle- 
man. Regard to this holy Office obliged him, 
when alive, to fupport fome Dignity of Character, 
and fome genteel Appearance; ot only, in:himfelf, 
but in his Family. His Wife wassto be maintain- 
ed, and his Children educated in a“Manner fupe- 
rior to what is praétifed by: the»Volgar ; or he 
himfelf muft have funk in the Opinion of all his 
Parifhioners ; he would have brought a Contempt 
on his facred Fun@tion, and have. loft all that 
Refpeet which every Man muft ‘preferve; who, 
with due Efficacy, will difcharge the facerdotal 
Duties. ‘ 

From what has been faid, it appears, that the 
Widows and Children of the inferior Clergy, are, 
of all others, moft the Objeéts of Compaffion ; 
and that it is Want of common Humanity, in 
the Public, to negle&t making any Provifion for 
them. 

But farther ; not only Pity towards the Diftreft, 
but a Regard to. Religion, exaéts fuch a Provifion 
of us. Not only the Man of Piety; but even he 
who profefles a decent Regard to Religion, as toa 
wholefome, civil Inftitution, muft agree in the 
Neceffity of preferving the Priefthood from the 
Contempt of the People. How infeparable Con- 
tempt is from Poverty, in a Nation where Riches 
are held in fuch Eftimation as with us, requires, 
I think, no Reafoning nor Evidence to prove. 
Nor will it, I believe, be deny’d, that much of 
the Contempt attracted by thefe poor Wretches, 
will fix on the Order to which their Husbands and 
Fathers belonged. I do not affirm there is either 
Reafon or Juftice in this ; nay, on the contrary, 
to defpile Poverty itfelf, is furely very unjuft and 
unreafonable; and fo it is in Vice, which is the 
proper Objeét of Contempt and Abhorrence, to 
carry our Contempt and Abhorrence beyond the 
guilty Perfon. But will any Man deny that this is 
the conftant Praétice? Who hath not feen and 
heard Inftances of this? What elfe is meant by the’ 
Phrafe fo common in every Mouth—T hat he is a 
Scandal to his Family, or a Scandal to his Pro- 
feffion? If Poverty reflected no Contempt beyond 
the poor Object himfelf, why are Men, as is ob- 
ferved above, who are apparently void of all Hu- 
manity on every other Occafion, fo generally care- 
ful of preferving their Relations, and fometimes 
their very Name, from this Imputation? Or. why 
are Monarchies, in which the Honour of the No- 
bility is zealoufly maintained, fo watchful that 
none of that Order fhall be fubjeéted to Want or 
Beggary. I have often thought this was one Rea- 
fon of that Policy in the Church of Rome, by 
which Marriage is inhibited to their Priefts. And 
perhaps the Diftrefles which I would now propofe 
to relieve, have brought more Contempt on our 
own Clergy, than hath been caft upon them by 
the utmoft Malice of Infidels or Libertines. What 
more invidious Reflection can be invented on the 
whole Order, or ‘what more wickedly calculated 
to degrade and debafe it in the Minds of the Peo- 
ple, then that vulgar (I hope falfe) Affertion, that 
the greateft Pare of the London Proftitutes are the 


Daughters of Parfons. 


Upon the whole then I conclude, there never was 
any Charity more reafonable, nor, indeed, more 
neceflary than this, It is, indeed, fuggefted to us 
by every Motive which can moft forcibly operate 
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on a humane, or a pious Mind, and muft be hear- 
tily efpoufed by all thofe who have any fincere Re- 

ard for true Religion, or any Share of that bene- 
volent and beneficent Difpofition which our excel- 
lent Religion infpires, and of which it enjoins the 
Praétice. 

In promoting this Charity, I do not think the 
fuperior Clergy are, in truth, more concerned than 
the Laity. Every good Man hath an equal In- 
tereft in ferving the Caufe of his Religion, and in 
relieving the Diftreffes of his Fellow-Creatures ; yet, 
in the Opinion of the World, it is thought to be 
more efpecially incumbent on every Order of Men, 
to promote the Good of that Order; and if they 
neglect this Duty, others will think themfelves 
very eafily excufable for not performing it. I doubt 
not, therefore, there will be found, among the 
higher Clergy, fome who will patronize and adopt 
one or other of the Schemes which have been men- 
tioned in this Paper; or invent fome more effectual 
Scheme for the Purpofe. Surely he is a very bad 
Man, of whatever Denomination he may be, who 
would oppofe it: Nor can he be a very good one, 
who is not ready to fet his Hands, and his Shoulders 
too, to fo good a Work.

We hear that a General C—I of Calves-Heads, Sheeps- 
Heads, Rams-Heads, and Round-Heads, will be held at
